Hunters are asked to bear in mind 
the following regulations: 

Bag limit for geese is not more 
than five per day and 25 for the sea- 
son. 

Hunters are allowed 12 ducks per 
day and 100 for the season,

The Alberta Safety League’s an- 
swer, taken from the National Safety 
Council's 1939 edition of its statis- 
tical year book, Accident Facts, just 
off the press, is that more are killed 
while they are NOT AT WORK. 

Last year 94,000 persons died in 
accidents. Deaths of employed men

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TEXT OF PRIME MINISTER CHAMBERLAIN’S PROCLAMATION 
THAT BRITAIN 'S AT WAR WITH GERMANY 
MADE LAST SUNDAY 


This morning the British Ambassador in Berlin handed to the 
German government a final note stating that unless we heard fron) 
them by 11:00 o'clock British summer time (2:00 a.m, Edmonton 
lime) that they were preparing ai once to withdraw their troops 
from Poland a state of war would exist between us. 

I have to teil you now that ne such undertaking has been re- 
ceived and in consequence this country is at war with Germany. 

You can imagine what a bitter blow it is to me that all my long 
struggle to win peace has failed. 

Yet I cannot believe that there is anything more or anything 
uifferent that I could have done that would have been more suc- 
cessful. 

Up to the very last it would have been possible to arrange a 
aceful and honorable settiement between Germany and Poland, 
ut Hitler would not have it. 

He had evidently made up his mind to attack Poland whatever 
happened and although he now says that he put forward reasonable 
proposals which weve rejected by the Poles, that is not a true state- 
ment, 

The proposals were never shown to the Poles nor to us, and 
elthough they were announced in the German broadcast on Thursday 
night, Hitles did not wait to hear comment on them but ordered his 
troops to cross the Polish frontier next morning. 

His action shows convincingly that there is no chance of expect- 
ing that this man will ever give up his intention of using force to 
gain his will. And he can only be stopped by force. 

We and France today are in fulfilment of our obligations going 
to the aid of Poland, who is so bravely resisting this wicked and 
unprovoked attack on her people. 

We have a clear conscience, 

We have done all that any country could do to establish peace. 
But a situation in which no word given by Germany’s ruler could 
be trusted and no people or country could feel itself safe had become 
intolerable. 

And now we have resolved to finish it. I know you will all play 
your part with calm courage At such a moment as this is, assur- 
ances of support we have received from the Empire are a source of 
profound encouragement to us. 

When I have finished speaking, certain detailed announcements 
will be made on behalf of the government. These need your close 
attention. 

The government have made plans under which it will be pos- 
sible to carry on the work of the nation in the days of stress and 
strain which may be ahead of us. 

These plans need your help. You may be taking your part in 
the fighting services or as a volunteer in one of the branches of civil 
defense. If so, you will report for duty in accordance with the in- 
structions you receive. } 

You may be engaged in work essential to the prosecution of the 
war, for maintenance of the life of people in factories, in transport 
and public utility concerns and in the supply of the other necessities 
of life. 

If so, it is of vital importance that you should earry on with 
your job.

ASSIST FARMERS BUY 
FEEDER LIVE STOCK 


Effective from September 1 to 
December 31, 1939, inclusive, a 
Feeder Purchase Policy, similar to 
that which was in effect in the fall 
of 1938 has been authorized by Hon. 
James G. Gardiner, Dominio» Minis- 
ter of Agriculture. There are three 
editions of this policy: one each for 
eastern Canada, the Prairie Provinces 
and British Columbia, respectively, 
on carload shipments billed within 
the specified time, and has been 
promulgated so that farmers may be 
assisted to make personal selection 
of feeder stock of cattle and lambs 
in western Canada; also in the case 
of the Prairie Provinces to encourage 
the winter feeding of young cattle 
and lambs in the districts where feed 
is available. 


of the one-way travelling expenses 
of farmers, or agerits of farmers, who 
purchase certain classes of stock for 
feeding purposes, subject to the 
stipulated conditions. In the case of 
farmers of eastern Canada from 
points east of Manitoba, the policy 
will Me gr Be“ feeder cattle purchased 
at the skatoon Feeder Sale on 
October 5 and 6; feeder cattle, lambs 
and breeding ewes at the Mocse Jaw 
Sale on October 10, 11, 12 and 13;

A generation ago a 
‘arge proportion of the natives were 
cannibals at the Stone Age level of 
evolution, and their progress under 
white tutorage has been remarkable.

When Australian prospectors be- 
gan to penetrate the Marobe area 
before the war from the adjoining 
territocy of Papua, circuitous native 
tracks from village. to village were 
the only means of communication, 
The Gadagadu track from Salamana 

Wau with native carriers took 
eight to ten days to cover a distance 
of 34 miles, due to the fact that it 
crosses a dozen mountain r es, 
ran in height from 1,500 to 6,700 
feet. The chield gold-bearing rivers 
of the Marobe field are the Bulolo 
and the Upper Watut, ‘which join to 
form the Watur River, which turn 
joins the Markham River. There 
are numerous tributaries to each. 

Before 1914 Australian re) tors 
found gold in payable quantities in 
the Koranga Creek, a tributary of 
the Upper Bulolo River. After the 
war, when prospecting was resumed, 
20 ounces of gold per day were re- 
ported to have been discovered with 
the aid of a few natives ana primi- 
tive methods. Other miners fo owed 
and found that recovery of less than 
ten ounces a day was unremunera- 
tive owing to high transport cost of 
necessities. 

One miner. C, J. Levieu, conceived 
the idea of using air transport and 
large capital, and in 1926 he returned 
to Adelaide, where he founded a 
company to take over his leases. 

A pioneer flight was made in 1927 
in a De Haviland No. 27 machine by 
Captain A. E. Mustar from Lae to a 
landing field rougly prepared by 
Levieu in the neighborhood of Wau. 

This showed that the transport 
problem, both aa soi and person- 
nel, could be solved by using aircraft. 

n afterwards Captain Mustar, 
with a new all-metal plane, made 67 
trips in five weeks and carried, in 
addition to passengers, 52 tons of 
goods to the gold fields. 

The formation of aircraft operating 
companies soon attracted more pros- 
pectors, and more finance pe 
the latter including groups in British 
Columbia, South Africa, and the 
United Kingdom. Today three aero- 
plane companies, with over 30 
machines, are carrying services not 
only between J.ae and Salamana and 
the interior but also between Wau 
and Port Moresby in Papua Terri- 
tory. In May last year a service 
was started between Sydney and 
Rabaul. 

Of the townships that have sprung 
up in the Marobe field, Wau, the 
largest, is the headquarters of the 
focal mining administrative staff, in- 
cluding the warden, the inspector of 
mines, a survey and drafting party 
and two geologists. In the town

BREATHING OF APPLES 
STUD:ED FOR STORAGE 


No one may have seen lungs in 
apples or pears, or have seen them 
breathe. Nevertheless they do. For 
nearly five years the Horticultural 
Division, Central Experimental Farm, 
Ottawa, has been making an exten- 
sive study of the breathing of apples, 
and the result is that by a process 
known as gas storage it is possible 
to add fully 50 per cent to the stor- 
age life of fruit. 

The research work has been car- 
ried on by W. R. Phillips, assistant in 
Low Temperature Research at the 
Central Experimental Farm, under 
the direction of M. B. Davis, Dom- 
inion Horticulturist, and owes its 
origin to the fact that fruit is living 
material even after it is picked. It 
has reserved energy and the more 
this energy can be conserved the 
longer the fruit will last or keep. In 
their breathing, as in nearly all 
forms of life, apples take in oxygen 
and give off carbon dioxide in the 
process of respiration, It nas been 


found that if carbon dioxide is 
allowed to accumulate within and 
around the frut, a preservative

He 
is blind to justice and deaf to reason. 
Force is the only language he knows. 
War, therefore, seems inevitable un- 
less we are willing to surrencer all 
the rights and libertizs for which our 
ancestors have fought. 

Above all is the question of honor— 
of two nations’ pledged word to a 
third. A neighbor remarks, “I would 
rather see t piedge kept even 
though the Empire went down to de- 
feat and we with it.” Life is sweet 
but honor is sweeter. 

Up to this point there have been 
differences of opinion as to Empire 
and world policy. Let there be no 
differences now. May each one do 
his part without thought of profit. 
Let wealth be conscripted if men are 
and let him who for any reason 
serves at home receive at least no 
more net wage than the boys in the 
battle line. Let whoever objects 
change places with a man at the 
front. 

It is a war for liberty, honor and 


civilization. It may have many reper- 


cussions and be long drawn out. It 
will pay us all to be calm as the King 
suggests.

It's Fair time! Take your camera with you. 


SEPTEMBER is fair time and I'll 

wager that mighty few of you 
have given any thought to this 
angle of snapshooting. Right? Hon 
estly, the fail fair orexhibition offers 
more possibilities for snapshooting 
than space will permit telling about, 
There's the side-show band with its 
battered instruments letting forth 
loud blasts of discordant music, And 
there are the not so clean-looking 
venders of dolls, trick gadgets, bal 
loons and various other things of 
questionable value, Everywhere you 
turn is a s»bject for good human in- 
terest pictures 

But let’s look toward the more 
serious side of the fair-—the exhibits, 
for instance. By making intelligent 
use of your camera you can snap 
record pictures that may later prove 
invaluable. Then there is the jude- 
ing of cattle, sheep, horses and hogs. 
If the judging \s done in an open-air 
ring you can get the picture of the 
winner of the blue ribbon with any 
camera—box type or folding. 

In taking such pictures, or any 
picture, as far as that is concerned, 
don’t just look in the finder and 
snap the first thing you nee. If the 
animal being judged has any un- 
usual markings, manage to get to a 
place near the ring whore these 
markings show up the best in your 


" 


finder. Try, too, to avold unattrac-| 25; 


tive backgrounds such as telephone 
poles, wires or sheds, 

Among the inaumerable picture 
possibilities at the fair you will 
surely want to take some action pic- 
tures and a fair isn't complete 
witbout the thrill of horse racing 
whether they feature the veteran 
driver proudly seated in his sulky 


or the young, daredevil jockey. 

Snap a picture of the start of the 
race as the drivers or jockeys 
maneuver their horseg to the barrier 
or starting post and by all means 
take your position at the turn of the 
track as the horses dash perilously 
around the curve and into the 
“home stretch.” 

Remember this, however. If you 
do not have a camera with a very 
fast shutier, say one that will op- 
srate at 1/500 of a second or faster, 
don’t try to snap a rapidiy moving 
object as it whiezes directly across 
the lens of the camera or direct line 
of vision. Your chance of getting « 
good, sharp picture is much greater 
if you catch your subject at an 
angie of about 45 degrees. It’s al- 
ways better to play safe than to 
take a chance and perhaps get a 
blurred picture. Load sour camera 
and take along plenty of extra film 
on that eventful day when you are 
“off to thn fair.”

To the union were born eight chil- 
dren, five girls and three boys. Two 
sons and one daughter pre-deceased 
her. The remaining children are:

Smith, Grande Prairie; Mrs. John 
Bennett, Goodsoil, Sask.; Mrs. Ralph 
Price, Klickitat, Washington; and 
Claude M. South, Cass Lake, Minne- 


sota, 

In 1904 the family moved to Mil- 
fort, Sask., where they resided until 
1910, when they moved to Edmon- 
ton. On February, 1911, they started 
over the long trail for the Pence 
River country with S. McAusland, 
arriving at their destination on 
April 1, after an adventurous trip, 
ana it was only a matter of weeks 
until Rev. A. Forbes held services in 
their home, Mrs, South immediately 
identified herseif with Christian 
work, if not in her own church, then 
with any other that needed her help. 

Swiftly the years sped on, bringing 
their joys and sorrows, until war 
broke out in 1914. September, 1915, 
she saw her son and son-in-law sign 
up for active service overseas. It 
was characteristic of this daughter 
of a Civil War veteran that she bid 
them go, “And God be with you and 
heep you,” 

In 1932 Mrs. South was striken 
with arthritis, but she would not give 
up and kept on her feet until Janu- | 
ary, 1985, when she fainted and was | 
taken to her bed unconscious, For 
months she suffered untold agony, 
and it seemed as though she must 
pass on at any moment. 

During her long illness she kept 
her faith in God, and her sweet, 
sunny disposition remained the same. 

The death of her son, Lloyd J., in 
1934 was a heavy blow.
